(Experimental Farms Note) 


When the pullets begin to show 
signs of sexual development by the 
reddening of the combs, it is high 
time that thought be given to their 
winter quarters. 

The houses should have been all 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected and 
thrown open for the sun and air. 
Leaking roofs and broken window 


pullets are put into the houses. 
When the pullets are put into win- 
ter quarters the houses should be kept 
wide open for as long a period as

TENTH FORTNIGHTLY CROP 
REPORT 


(issued by Department of Agricul- 
ture, Government of Alberta, at 
Edmonton, October 4, 1928). 

Threshing is fully seventy-five per 
cent completed throughout the prov- 
ince and good progress is being made 
with the according 
telegraphic reports received by the 
Department of Agriculture for the 
tenth fortnightly crop report of the 
season, 

Weather conditions during the 
past two weeks have been generally 
satisfactory, although in a number 
of localities light falls of rain and 
snow have hampered operations to 
some extent, Grain is moving rapid- 
ly to market and at some country 
points elevators are reported to be 
filled to capacity. 

Recent reports make it difficult 
to estimate with any degree of ac- 
curacy the damage resulting from 
frost. In a number of localities and 
in the case of earlier crops gener- 
ally, injury has been very slight, 
while in other districts the quality

In the Peace River country the 
season has been very satisfactory, 
and grades on the average are stated 
to be better than for last year’s crop. 
A great deal of fall plowing has 
been done throughout the province, 
and this, along with the large 
amount of land newly broken dur- 
ing the past summer, promises an 
increased acreage in readiness for 
next season, Good progress is be-

WHOOPING COUGH 


Whooping cough is very dangerous 
to children and sometimes fatal to 
grown-ups, more people die from it 
than from scarlet fever. 

The mother whose children have 
had whooping cough does not need 
to be reminded of its symptoms. She 
can remember her child running to 
her gasping for breath, catching hold 
of her skirt for support and finally 
breaking into that painful rasping 
cough. Whooping cough starts with 
a slight cold, running at the nose, 
fever, and a dry cough. The eyes are 
bloodshot. After a week the cough 
gets worse and the child coughs 
many times in succession. He be- 
comes pale and draws in his breath 
with a sharp scraping sound, This 
is the whop. In some cases this is 
not always present. 

If a child shows the first signs of 
whooping cough, call the doctor, and 
follow his directions absolutely.

CHIN COULEE AREA FIGHTS 
BAD BLAZE 


Foremost, Oct. 5—A prairie fire 
which started on the north bank of 
Chin Coulee, near the Albert Green 
sheep ranch between Skiff and 
Purple Springs, is raging. All pos- 
sible men of Bow Island, Burdett and 
Foremost have been called out and 
at three o’clock were fighting a los- 
ing battle in a high wind blowing 
from the west. 

The fire had travelled more than 
ten miles in four hours but its front- 
age is at present unknown. 

A number of farmsteads have been 
wiped out, and some grain fields 
which had not been threshed had 
been burned. 

At three o’clock the fire was nine 
miles from Foremost and approach- 
ing this town. 

Most of the grain in the district 
has been threshed, but a lot of it is 
stored in granaries in the fields in 
the path of the fire. 

Residents of the district character- 
ize the fire as the worst experienced 
in recent years, 

Southeastern Alberta is now 
checking the losses sustained in Fri- 
day’s prairie fire, the worst this 
country has experienced in many 
years. Some describe it as the most 
destructive on record, for it left in 
its wake a picture of desolation cov- 
ering probably 50,000 acres over an 
area approximately five miles wide 
and 22 miles in length. 


It is difficult to compute the los- 
ses, but estimates made Saturday 
morning indicate that 100,000 bush- 
els of binned grain as well as much 
in the stook fell a prey to the flames. 
So far as can be learned there was 
no loss of life. Moreover, it is be- 
lieved the loss of livestock was neg- 
ligible as in spite of the rapidity of 
the fire, flocks and herds managed to 
reach places of safety before the fire 
reached them. 

Granaries Destroyed 


Numerous barns and granaries 
were licked up by the flames fed by 
the dry, brittle stubble and straw- 
stacks lying in their path, Friday 
night there were reports current 
that several farmers had lost their 
homes and barns in the blaze, but 
there has been no confirmation of 
this, The Highfield school district 
teacherage, 12 miles northwest of 
Foremost, was burned, but the 
schoolhouse nearby was saved. 

2,000 Men in Fight 

Farm residences were saved large- 
ly through the protection of fire- 
guards and the heroic efforts of the 
hundreds of men mustered out by 
Provincial Constables Craig and Wil- 
son of Bow Island and Foremost. The 
stubborn resistance given the fire by 
the 2,000 or more farmers and towns- 
people, old and young, was rewarded 
about 5 o’clock when the blaze was 
brought under control. The men, 
often at the point of exhaustion in 
the heat and smoke, fought the fire

while others plowed fireguards and 

back-fired in a combined effort to 

stem the blaze sweeping east and 

south at the rate of 40 miles an hour. 
Sparks Start Fire 

A wind from the southwest carried 
the fire as if on wings. It started 
shortly after noon on a farm south 
of Purple Springs, sparks from a 
threshing rig being the cause, For a 
time the town of Foremost was be- 
lieved menaced, but the Chin Coulee 
served as a safeguard. The fire was 
confined between Chin and Forty 
Mile-Coulees, the first stopping, ac- 
cording to advices from Foremost, 
about one mile west of the graded 
road north and south between Fore- 
most and Bow Island.

“And whereas in announcing at 
the last session of the legislature 
that the gasoline tax would be in- 
creased from two or three cents on 
the gallon, the Premier, Hon. J. E. 
Brownlee, said that the said tax 
would be used in highway construc- 
tion and repair; 

“And whereas it is considered only 
fair and reasonable that all such 
monies when collected should be 
definitely set aside for the express 
purpose of the construction and 
maintenance of the roads required by 
the motorists who pay said license 
fees and gasoline tax; 

“Be it resolved by the members of 
the Alberta Motor Association at 
their annual meeting assembled that 
they respectfully request the govern- 
ment of Alberta to set aside under 
statute all motor car license fees and 
gasoline tav when collected, to be 
used exclusively for highway con- 
struction and maintenance in the 
province,”

Halifax, N. S., Oct, 2.—Hon. E, N.
